United Way falls short of goal

While United Way of South Nia¬ 
gara did not reach its goal, Tamara 
Coleman-Lawrie still considers this 
year's fundraising campaign a suc- 

The executive director of the 
organization that supports pro¬ 
grams in Welland, Pelham, Port Col- 
bome and Wainfleetwas pleased to 
announce the campaign wrapped 
with United Way able to offer at least 
the same amount of funding as 2014 
to eligible agencies. 

“Right now, we're where we were 
last year,” she said of the $600,000 
mark where the campaign sat 
Wednesday — $50,000 shy of its tar¬ 
get 

“It’s a huge relief for us to be at the 
same level of funding.” 

During the last few weeks of the 
campaign, donations continued to 
"steadily trickle in,” Coleman-Lawrie 


said. That was assisted by a last- 
minute plea that called for $100,000 
to be raised in 10 days. 

“It was so refreshing for us to see 
people who are able to step up, step 
up,” she said. 

“We're so grateful to the commu¬ 
nity for their support” 

Coleman-Lawrie also recognized 
the reality that the organization was 
unable to meet its mark. 

While the campaign did receive 
contributions from several new 
donors, “some accounts and work¬ 
place campaigns came in dramati¬ 
cally'lowed' she admitted. 

"We want to make sure that when 
we do take a step forward, we're not 
taking two steps back” 

She called it an "energizing'' end¬ 
ing to what was a difficult campaign. 

“You can start to feel defeated. To 
see people rally together and do what 
they could was tremendous to us.” 

Knowing there are still pledges 
circulating in the community, Cole¬ 


man-Lawrie urged people to get the 
donations into the United Way office 
to ensure the funds are distributed 
among the many worthy agencies. 

She suspects the final total may be 
closer to $610,000. 

A community investment com¬ 
mittee, consisting of 17 people, was 
selected in November and mem- 
beis began reviewing the 44 iimding 
applications in January. 

Each application is carefully ana¬ 
lyzed and site visits are made to area 
agencies when necessary, Coleman- 
Lawrie said. 

The group will be coming together 
tonight for what she anticipates will 
be “hours and hours” of discus¬ 
sion to help determine which pro¬ 
grams should be funded and to what

Port Colborne is slowing 
thawing through its frozen- 
pipe problem. 

In the past two months, 
frigid temperatures have 
resulted in the lakeside city 


having 255 frozen water 
services, about 10 times 
the typical amount, Ron 
Hanson, the city's director of 
engineering and operations, 
told city council Monday. 

In February, calls to the city 
peaked at 15 a day. 

Staff have been working 
seven days a week to alleviate 
the problem and as of 
Monday had been able to 
clear 133 of the 250 frozen 
lines. 

A priority list was created, 
Hanson said, that first 
targeted frozen services 
of vulnerable residents, 
including seniors and 
residents with disabilities, 
as well as businesses that 
needed water to continue to

Fatal medical condition 
plays role in crash 

A 68-year-old man has died 
following a collision on Niagara 
Stone Rd. in Virgil Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The collision was minor, and 


was the result of a medical 
condition, said Staff Sgt. James 
Mackay of the Niagara Regional 
Police. 

At about 3:40 p.m„ police, 
the Niagara-on-the-Lakefire 
department and paramedics 
were called to Niagara Stone 
Rd. at Field Rd., where a 2007 
Toyota Camry heading north 
had drifted into the south¬ 
bound lane and hit a 2006 Ford 
Purolator cargo truck travelling 
south. The driver of the truck 


saw the Camry in time to slow 
down, and the collision caused 
little damage to either vehicle. 

The driver of the Camry was 
taken to St. Catharines hospital 
in serious condition, and was 
later pronounced dead. 

The man’s name will not be 
released, said Mackay. 

The police reconstruction 
unit was called to the scene, and 
Niagara Stone Rd. was closed to 
traffic from Four Mile Creek Rd. 
to Line 1.

More than 100 people, including Nia¬ 
gara politicians, business and community 
leaders, attended a rally inside the Via Rail 
train station on Bridge St in Niagara Falls on 
Friday. The rally was part of the continued 
effort to lobby the provincial government to 
support year-round GO train service in the 

Friday was also the launch of a social- 
media campaign giving interested resi¬ 
dents a chance to get their message across. 
Through www.niagarago.ca, residents can 
send tweets and selflies to Premier Kath¬ 
leen Wynne, the minister of transportation 
and other politicians, urging them to sup¬ 
port Niagara’s proposal for daily GO train 

Allan Schmidt, chair of Niagara College's 
board of governors, said statistics show 
many people have applied to the school, but 
don't end up enrolling because they don't 
have viable transit options to get here from 
Hamilton or Toronto. 

“The majority of Brock students actually 
come from outside Niagara region, most 
notably the GTA, Hamilton, those areas,” 
said DrewUrsacki, vice-president of exter¬ 
nal affairs with the BrockUniveisity Student 
Union. 

“Having this GO train service would be 
incredibly beneficial to the students, to allow 
them to commute home... but it would also 
impact the decision of prospective students 
who want to come to Brock University, but 
don’t have a car or don't have accessibility 
or transportation.” 

He said bringing daily GO train service to 
Niagara would also help graduate retention 

“Students come to Brock University, set 
down roots in Niagara and they want to stay 
here, but unfortunately there aren't jobs for 
every single student that graduates from 
Brock, but having this GO train service and 
giving them the link to Toronto, to Hamil- 
in and beyond would greatly increase the 


Niagara's 12 municipalities and the 

round GO train service their No. 1 prior¬ 
ity and have been working collaboratively 

necting Niagara Falls to Toronto through 
Hamilton, with stops in St. Catharines 


and Grimsby. 

Last fall, Wynne expressed support, in 
principle, for extending GO train service to 
the region, but directed Niagara officials to 
work with Metrolinx, GO Transit and the 
Ministry of Transportation to develop a 
business case. 

The business case is expected to be pre¬ 
sented to Wynne in April 

St Catharines Liberal MPP and cabinet 
minister Jim Bradley was one of several pol¬ 
iticians to speak during Friday's rally. 

Niagara Falls Mayor Jim Diodati, St. 
Catharines Mayor Walter Sendzik, Niagara 
Regional Chair Alan Caslin and Niagara Falls 
NDP MPP Wayne Gates were the others. 

“What we see here today, which doesn’t 
always happen, is we see a unified Niagara. 
We see people from all over Niagara,” said 

During last year's provincial election, Bra¬ 
dley said “I can see it coming in 2015” when 
speaking about year-round GO train service 
in Niagara. 

“I hope so, but we shall see," he said to 
QMI Agency Niagara after the rally, when 
asked if 2015 is still a realistic target. “That 
business case is going to be exceedingly 
important” 

Bradley said the minister of transporta¬ 
tion understands how important the GO 
issue ism Niagara. 

“He is looking forward, as the premier is, 
to the case being builthere, a business case. 

"Many of the people who are here today 
from the business community, within their 
own business, they have to justify what¬ 
ever they’re going to do in a business case, 
and theyunderstand that importance, and 
they’re contributing to making that business 

LarryVaughan, of Ground Aerial Mainte¬ 
nance, said having daily GO train service in 
Niagara would help his business, and many 
other businesses in the region 

“I can't have my people and my equip¬ 
ment tied up on the highway. I have to get 

Toronto,” he said. 

Schmidt, who is also chair of the Wine 
Council of Ontario, said there are almost

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Drug probe yields 
four arrests 

Four arrests have been made following 
investigation into the sale of drugs in Port 
Colbome. 

The Niagara Regional Police Welland 
street crime unit made the arrests Thursday 
and subsequently seized about $1,800 in 
suspected crystal methamphetamine, about 
$200 in suspected cocaine, $330 in cash 
and two weapons. 

Andrew Lavallee, 24, of Port Colbome, 
is charged with possession of a controlled 
substance for the purpose of trafficking. 

Joseph Greville, 26, of Port Colborne, is 
charged with unauthorized possession of a 
prohibited weapon. 

Lisa Michalik, otherwise known as 
Christine Hogg, 42, of Port Colborne, is 
charged with possession of a controlled 
substance and possession of a controlled 
substance for the purpose of trafficking. 

Jeremy McGilvery, 28, of Port Colborne, 
is charged with possession of a controlled 
substance for the purpose of trafficking, 
possession of proceeds of property obtained 
by crime under $5,000, weapons dangerous 
and two counts of breach of a recognizance 

McGilvery was held in custody pending 
a bail hearing Friday, while Michalik, Greville 
and Lavallee were released on an officer in 
charge promise to appear and given a future 


court date.

The first recommendation calls on 
the regional clerk to draft information 
packages for Niagara's 12 municipal 
councils to gauge support for consoli¬ 
dation of the dispatch services. 

Currently, those services are pro¬ 
vided by Niagara Regional Police, EMS, 
the Niagara Falls Fire Department and 
St. Catharines Fire Department, which 
also dispatches firefighters in Welland, 
Fort Erie, Pelham, Grimsby, Thorold, 
Wainfleet, Lincoln, West Lincoln and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Gale's amendment deleted a second 
recommendation =that would have 
directed the Region CAO and chair “to 
engage the Police Services Board and 
the Ministry of Health and Long-Term 
Care to determine the willingness of 
these partner agencies to participate in 
consolidated dispatch.” 

Gale, chair of the Niagara Regional 
Police Services Board, said he would 
take the issue to the board and didn't 
want to “waste” the time of either the 
chair or CAO.' 

After an official thumbs-up there, 
he said, he would take to the road as 
a regional councillor and police board 
chair, to bring the issue to each munici¬ 
pal council.

He said doing so could poten¬ 
tially save regional taxpayers $1.25 mil¬ 
lion annually, as a study released in late 
2012 showed. 

A working group consisting of the 
fire chiefs, the head of EMS and a rep¬ 
resentative from the NRP with the goal 
of reporting “back on ways to merge, 


amalgamate or streamline their activi¬ 
ties to better and more cost-effectively 
deliver emergency dispatch services 
for Niagara citizens and taxpayers," 
rejected the amalgamation recommen¬ 
dation in the report, citing in part "sig¬ 
nificant" implementation costs. 

Regional council at the time decided 
not to press the issue, since the dis¬ 
patch services provided by the fire 
departments are the purview of Niagara 
Falls and St. Catharines city councils. 

Another roadblock to amalgamation 
is the fact EMS dispatch is funded by 
the Ministry of Health and Long-term
